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'Depressed about health? 
Coroner jury rules 
exec's death suicide 


A coroner's jury ruled Wednesday 


that Elk Grove Village executive John 
lluarlsa's death May 15 was a suicide. 


The wealthy electronics executive 


was depressed about health and other 
problems and apparently took his own 
life, according to testimony presented 
at the Inquest. 


Huarlsa, «. of 37 Woodlcy M, 


Wlnnctka, was found shot in the head 
outside Standard Components Division 
of Stancomp Inc., 2201 Landmclcr 
M, of which ho was chairman and a 
major stockholder. 


Police said autopsy reports and lab- 


oratory tests determined Huarlsa had 
metal tracings on his hand and pow- 
der burns on his hand and head and 
other determinations showed be held 
the gun that killed him. 


OTHER INDICATIONS of suicide 


were the entry and exit wounds and 
the position of the gun in relation to 
the body. 


Police did not immediately say it 


was a suicide investigation and called 
it a "suspicious-death" investigation. 


"Although there were things that 


led us to believe it was suicide, cer- 
tain things were missing at first and , 
later were discovered," said Det. 
John Landers of Elk Grove Village 
police. 


According to police, Huarlsa had 


told several friends that "people are 
following me," apparently in an at- 
tempt to make it appear he was the 
victim of a robbery-murder incident. 


Huarlsa was Insured for $32 mil- 


lion, with a bulk of the policies nam- 
ing the company as beneficiary and 
some naming his family.

A faulty alarm system Is respon- 


sible for leading Elk Grove Village 
police and fire departments on "re- 
peated wild gooso chases" and could 
cost a plant owner police protection. 


Village board members Tuesday 


overturned an earlier police depart- 
ment and administrative policy deci- 
sion to stop responding to burglar 
alarms at the GTE Sylvanin Plant in 
Elk Grovo Village Industrial Park. 


However, Village Prcs. Charles Zct- 


tok has told the owner "fix It." 


Village Mgr. Charles Willis said the 


notice was sent to tho plant after 23 
false alarms were responded to in tho 
last US days. 


"Wo cannot continue to dispatch po- 


lice and flro equipment on a record 
that exists and jeopardizes person- 
nel." Willis said. 


"Repeated requests by telephone 


and letter that the firm assume better 
control of Its alarm system have 
failed," he said. 


WILLIS SUPPORTED the police 


department decision to put the-plant 
on notice that tho department is con- 
sidering not responding to the alarms 
until tho system is better maintained 
or 
controlled. 
However, several 


trustees reversed tho administrative 
decision. 


Police Chief Harry Jenkins said 


Biesterfield Road 


"with the number of factories we 
have in the industrial park we can't 
possibly tolerate so many false, 
alarms; we'd be run ragged. The firm 
has been in operation for more than.- 
seven months and the faulty alarms 
are caused by system failure and em- 
ploye carelessness," he added. 


Stanley Klyber, vice president of 


tho Elk Grove Chamber Assn. of In- 
dustry and Commerce offered to work 
as on intermediary between the police 
department and the firm. "It's easy ' 
to say, you have a problem, we will 
cut your service off, but remember, 
he's paying for it (protection) with' 
taxes. We should work together to 
solve it," Klyber said. 


He said the plant had an average 


Inventory of more than $4 million. 


"Tho village would feel badly and 


face problems also, if police response 
wore stopped on the assumption the 
alarm was false and it was a true 
emergency," Klyber said. 


His criticism of tho officials irked 


Zottck, who said, "The failure of the 
alarm system is not our problem; it's 
theirs1. We've Initiated several com- 
munications in a sincere attempt to 
do our part, and If that plant gets 
knocked over, it will be the plant own- 
er's problem and he better work to fix 
it now."

ALTHOUGH THE NOTICE of the 


violations did not spell out exact 
charges, Willis said he suspected the 
district was concerned about the pos- 
sible infiltration of storm water into 
the sanitary-sewer system in the in- 
dustrial park. 


The district's requirements for mu- - 


nicipalaities with dual sanitary and' 
storm-sewer systems are complex, 
Willis said, and place "enormous de- - 
mands on taxpayers' dollars." 


"There are many municipalities un- 


der legal imposition by the sanitary 
district and they probably run Into the 
hundreds," Willis said. "These are 
towns like Elk Grove Village that have 
modern two-pipe sanitary and storm- 
sewer systems. Towns with the old 
system of one pipe for both get off 
scot-free. 


"The problems are widespread and 


it's an extremely expensive proposi- 
tion to meet their standards," he said. 


Village Atty. Edward Hofert and 


members of the village public works 
and water and sewer departments are 
expected to attend the session with 
sanitary district representatives.

Grldcr promised them he would sit down later for a full discussion 
of their grievances.

U. S. steps up Laos evacuation 


The United States decided to step up its evacuation of Ameri- 


can officials — each a potential hostage — in the woke of a top U.S. 
diplomat's visit to Laos, Informed sources said Wednesday. "The 
Intent is to reduce the number of potential hostages here to as 
small a number as possible," said one American source. The 
sources said departures scheduled for later this week were being 
accelerated In an across-the-board cutback aimed at having no 
more than 50 U.S. officials In tho country by the end of June.

since May 19, a spokesman for tho California university said 
Wednesday in Tanzania. But Dr. David Hamburg, a Stanford pro- 
fessor representing the university in attempts to free the students, 
said "Stanford certainly would not stand in the way of private 
individuals who would want to raise funds." 


WASHINGTON (UPD-Sen. Frank 


Church, chairman of the Senate's CIA 
investigation, said Wednesday ho has 
"hard evidence" of CIA involvement 
In murder plots and It was no trifling 
matter as the Rockefeller Commission 
has suggested. 


In two statements duung the day, 


Church, D-Idaho, took the presidential 
commission's chairman, Vice Presi- 
dent Nelson A. Rockefeller, sharply to 
task for statements Monday in which 
he said the agency had made mistak- 
es but they were not major ones. 


In his later statement, following a 


meeting of his committee with Central 
Intelligence Agency director William 
E. Colby, Church reiterated: 


"I have said we have hard evidence 


that the CIA was involved In assassi- 
nation plots. I regard this as a very 
serinus matter. I personally believe 
there should be a full disclosure." 


Church refused to say wite'her any 


plots had been successful. He did say 
the evidence had no direct connection 
with the assassination of President 
John F. Kennedy, although the panel 
will look into reports the CIA and per- 
haps other spy agencies may have 
withheld information from the Warren 
Commission. 


Earlier Wednesday Rockefeller said 


he did not call CIA transgressions 
"minor" but instead had said, "in 
comparison to the total effort they are 
not major." 


WEST POINT, N.Y. (UPI) - Presi- 


dent Ford promised applauding U.S. 
Military Academy graduates Wednes- 
day he would fight to keep the United 
States a first class military power and 
to stop Congress from cutting defense 
spending. 


Ford, Vice President Nelson A: 


Rockefeller and Defense Secretary 
James Schlesinger stressed the same 
theme — the need for U.S. military 
might to offset a continuing Soviet 
threat 
— in simultaneous com- 


mencement speeches at the three ma- 
jor military academies. 


Ford delivered his speech to a 


cheering audience of 20,000 at West 
Point's Michio Stadium only 10 hours 
after he had returned from a week- 
long European tour designed to re- 
vitalize the NATO military alliance. 


The audience rose to its feet with a 


roar of approval as Ford entered the 
wind-whipped stadium to become the 
first commander-ln-chief since John 
F. Kennedy in 1962 to preside over 
West Point's commencement. 


Graduating cadets resplendent and 


stiff in gray dress tunics, sabers, 
white gloves and white hats marched 
into the stadium in two long gray 
lines. 


The President drew a great deal 


more applause during his tough 
speech on military preparedness and 
stayed until the 849 graduating cadets 
ended the ceremony in their tradition- 
al fashion — tossing their white caps 
high into the air and shouting "hur- 
rah!" 


Ford said last week's NATO summit 


showed the allies "have a new sense 
of unity and confidence in the United 
States," but they want Washington to 
demonstrate "leadership in meeting 
the tremendous challenges of main- 
taining the peace." 


"One such practical demonstra- 


tion," he said, would be for Congress 
to reject proposals for cutbacks in his 
proposed $93 billion defense budget. 
He said defense spending had sunk to 
its lowest proportionate level since 
Korean war years. 


"It is my firm conviction that we 


cannot afford further erosion of our 
bedrock defense budget and I will 
fight hard to prevent it," Ford said. 
Applause welled up around the Sta- 
dium as he added: 


"I believe the American people • 


want a national defense posture that 
is second to none."

Des Plaines officials in Washington next week 
U.S. to weigh sewage-plant plans

Des Plaines officials plan to meet in 


Washington next week with the Presi- 
dent's Council on Environmental 
Quality to discuss tho proposed 
O'Hare Water Reclamation plant. 


Tho council is the fintil agency to 


examine plans for the $96 million 
plant before more than $70 million in 
federal funds are granted to build it. 


Aid. Richard Ward, 8th, said he 


hopes to meet Tuesday with council 
staff members to discuss the city's 
objections. He said U.S. Rep. Philip 
M. Crane, R-12th, was asked to ar- 
range the session. 


WARD SAID he intends to voice 


strong objections to the U.S. Environ- 
mental Protection Agency's final en- 
vironmental-impact statement. The 
agency approved plans for the plant 
but called for facilities to suppress 
aerosol emissions. The city's principal 
argument has been that the plant 
should not be built at the proposed lo- 
cation, a 104-acre tract at the south- 


east corner of Oakton Street and Elm- 
hurst Road. He dispute has been go- 
ing on for nearly 10 years. 


Ward contends the plant is too close 


to residential areas and could present 
a health hazard. 


Ward also hopes to shed more light 


on an EPA memorandum which 
called for tho plant to be constructed 
at another site farther from residen- 
tial areas. 


THE HERALD reported Monday 


that EPA officials ignored a staff rec- 
ommendation to build the plant on a 
112-acre site south of the Northwest 
Tollway and west of Elmhurst Road. 
The memo, written in February, in- 
dicates that the site would reduce the 
chances of creating a health hazard. 


The MSD owns both proposed sites. 


Federal environmental officials said 
the memo was not ignored, but mere- 
ly represented a preliminary staff 
recommendation that was changed. 


Ward has argued that the memo 


was prepared about one week before 


the preliminary impact statement was 
drafted and that the decision to 
c h a n g e the site recommendation 
came because of political pressure. 


OPPONENTS of the plant have two 


more weeks to object to the EPA be- 


fore federal funds are approved. 


The city also has been fighting the 


plant in court. A city lawsuit pending 
in the U.S. District Court asks wheth- 
er the MSD must follow the city 
health ordinance regarding the con- 
struction and operation of sewage- 
treatment plants as a condition for re- 
ceiving federal funds. 


Aid. Alan Abrams, 8th, said he 


hopes to meet council staff members 
soon. 


Abrams indicated recently that he 


and Ward differ on some elements of 
the city's argument against the plant. 


Abrams said if the plant site is relo- 


cated, the MSD might construct a re- 
servoir there. He predicted the rese- 
volr would be a bigger nuisance than 
the plant. 


But Ward contends that if the EPA 


does not allow construction of the 
treatment plant there, it would not al- 
low the reservoir to be built.

Eckcrt won't toko any excuses from 
students passing up his course in safe 
driving. Including those who ore par* 
tlnlly paralyzed, 
menially handi- 


capped, deaf — or even blind. 


Eckcrt, along with Mark Snylor, op- 


erates High School Dlst. 2I4's Special 
Education-Driver Education program, 
which Eckert founded 10 years ago for 
four students. 


• The program today boasts nbout 100 
students a year who may have even- 
tually learned how to driva on their 
own. but arc now being taught how to 
drive, and drive safely. 


"IF THE STUDENT is capable of 


getting a permit, I (eel It is the 
school's responsibility to make an at- 
tempt to teach sate driving to that 
student," Eckert says. 


•'My personal philosophy is that no 


handicap, outside of ollndness, should 


keep (i student from driving." 


Even blind students i.i Dlst. 214 get 


a chunce behind the wheel of a car. 
Guided by Eckert, blind students 
drive through practice ranges in high 
school parking lots. 


"By letting blind students drive, I

Criminal Court Judge Richard Fitz- 


gerald, who ordered Conlisk's court 
appearance, will determine whether 
the mcmos violated grand jury secre- 
cy. 


Illinois briefs 


Prosecutions in jeopardy 


Two recent court decisions may 


jeopardize prosecutions of Illinois leg- 
islators under indictments, First As- 
sistant U.S. Atty. Samuel Skinner said 
Wednesday. Skinner asked U. S. Dis- 
trict Court Judge Alfred KIrkland to 
reconsider decisions of March 17 and 
May 23 in which KIrkland ruled that 
federal prosecutors cannot "inquire 
into the legislative process in the 
course of prosecution." 


KIrkland interpreted a section of the 


Illinois Constitution—which says that 
"a member shall not be held to an- 
swer before any other tribunal for any 
speech, or debate, written or oral, in 
either house" — to extend legislative 
privilege to introduction, debate and 
passage of legislation. 
Thompson for governor? 


U. S. Atty. James Thompson said 


Wednesday that he will coll a press 
conference by early summer to dis- 
cuss whether he will run for governor 
of Illinois. 


It was reported that Thompson will 


resign his federal post to enter the 
1976 gubernatorial race. Thompson 
said that "If and when I'm ready to do 
that, I will coll a press conference 
and tell It to everybody." 


'Illinois not a leader' 


The Illinois General Assembly is not 


among the leading legislative bodies in 
the country, said John Gardner, chair- 
man of Common Cause. "If I were an 
Illinois citizen, I would be distressed. I 
don't think it Is one of the leaders in 
passing legislation," he said. 


Gardner, a former secretary of 


Housing and Urban Development, is 
in Chicago to meet with officials of 
the Illinois branch of Common Cause, 
a liberal citizens lobby. 


Tax rebates boost economy

Visual disturb- 
ances have been noted as havo headache and mental confusion. The 
drug la not recommended for use during pregnancy but os- 
tcoarthritis usually doesn't become a problem during the years 
most women aro pregnant. 


The Medical Letter report goes even further and states, "... at 


the present time Medical Letter consultants do not consider ibupro- 
fcn a reasonable alternative to previously available anti-arthritic 
drugs." They conclude that the usual recommended dose is less 
toxic than aspirin but also less effective, and think longer term 
studies of larger doses will be required to really determine its 
safety. 


Those of us who have been around a while remember when the 


Mayo Clinic thought that cortisone and related hormones were go- 
Ing to bo the answer to arthritis. They have a place In selected 
cases, but they arc certainly not the great cure-all for arthritis that 
many, even brilliant people then hoped and thought they would be.

Net In- 
come and revenues were $46.4 million 
and $616.6 million, compared with $40 
million and $460.4 million a year ago, 
Gauthier said.

cent quarcrly dividend for common 
stock.

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The environment 
Nature commission asks state funds

Onco a natural area Is destroyed, It 


cannot bo restored to its original con- 
dition, said Ann Fisher of Arlington 
Heights. 


As conservation chairman for (ho 


Great Lakes chapter of tho Sierra 
Club, Mrs. Fisher Is among tho envi- 
ronmentalists calling for full funding 
of tho Illinois Nature Preserves Com- 
mission as a key to tho protection of 
areas Included within the nature pre- 
serves system. 


Tho nearby Volo Bog Nature Pre- 


serve, Dusso Woods Nature Preserve 
and Illinois Beach Stato Park Nature 
Preserve are among the areas se- 
riously damaged within the past four 
years or threatened by development 
on adjoining land, she said. 


A Dcpt. of Conservation appropria- 


tions bill to be considered by the Sen- 
ate Appropriations Committee, House 
BUI 1302, includes an amendment In- 
troduced by State Rep. Robert Mann, 
D-Cbicago, to restore $63,600 to the 
Nature Preserves Commission budget 
request Tho amount was subtracted 
by tho Dept. of Conservation from the 
o r i g i n a l commission request for 
$127.600. 


"Our complaint with the Dcpt. of 


Conservation with respect to nature 
preserves Is that the nature preserve 
system was set up by tho Illinois Gen- 
eral Assembly In 1963, and over the 
years, tho Dcpt. of Conservation has 
shown It's cltltcr uninterested or in- 
capable of managing these areas 
properly," Mrs. Fisher said. "At the 
samo time, they're not willing to give 


tho money to Illinois Nature Pre- 
serves Commission to do the job. 


"Very definitely, there Is a need for 


full funding," said George Fell, execu- 
tive secretary of tho Rockford-based 
commission. "For about the post four 
years we've had progressively more 
problems as inflation kept up and our 
budget stayed tho same or was even 
reduced." 


The commission was set up by the 


Nature Preserves Act of 1963 to ad- 
minister a system of designated 


> areas. Of tho 55 preserves, 31 are 
'owned by tho state conservation de- 
partment and 24 arc owned by other 
• agencies. Tho Nature Preserves Com- 
mission oversees the areas and sug- 
gests areas tltat may be added to the 
system. 


The Dept. of Conservation shares 


responsibility for state-owned proper- 
ties, said John Schwcgman, chief nat- 
ural-areas biologist for the depart- 
ment. Schwcgman said the appropria- 
tions for tho Nature Preserves Com- 
mission should bo set in relation to 
responsibilities. Asked about the de- 
crease In commission budgets during 
the past few years, Schwcgman said 
the state natural areas section within 
the department's division of porks 
and memorials also seeks additional 
funds. Schwegman said Sierra Club 
reports of nature preserves abuse are 
outdated.

In a Tuesday 
statement, CBE's research director, 
Barry Greever, sold the commission 
received $2,000 from Commonwealth 
Edison Co. and sought funds from oth- 
er industries. 


Asking Atty. Gen. William Scott to 


investigate alleged irregularities in 
commission activity, CBB charged 
that the commission failed to in- 
vestigate the social, economic, health 
and technological impact of nuclear 
plants in Illinois. 


S t a t e Rep. Sam Maragos, 


D-Chlcago, chairman of tho commis- 
sion, sold Commonwealth Edison and 
other firms gave money to the com- 
mission In 1970 for a Chicago confer- 
ence on Midwest nuclear impact. 
"But it was all kept in a separate 
bank account controlled by Lewis 
Morgan, a Wheaton Republican who 
was then chairman of the commis- 
sion," he said. The CBE charges are 
"irresponsible," Manages said.

to Bonk, attorney testifies 


by ANNE SLAVICEK 


Zoning attorney John M. Daley tes- 


tified In U. S. District Court Wednes- 
day ho paid $46,500 to County Comr. 
Charles S. Bonk in 17 zoning cases, 
Including several controversial North- 
west suburban projects. 


Daley was Uio only witness to testi- 


fy In tho fourth day of Bank's trial for 
extortion In connection with county 
zoning rulings. Ho said he first was 
forced to payoff Bonk in tho 1066 re- 
zoning of a 32-ncro slto at Central and 
Klrchoff roads, west of Northwest 
Community Hospital. 


A first cousin of Chicago Mayor 


Richard J. Daley, John Daley is tho 
18th Ward Democratic commlttccman 
and an Influential zoning attorney. 


DALEY SAID IN connection with 


getting zoning approval for 000 apart- 
ment units planned for tho Central 
Itoad-Klrchoff Road slto that he paid 
$7,500 to Bonk and $2,500 to former 
Republican commissioner Charles F. 
Chaplin. 


Tho money camo from property 


owner Gerald Chez, Daley said. Ho 
said Bonk told him, "Look, your client 
Is going to make a lot of money on 


this case. If you want to got it moving 
... They're going to have to come up 
with some money for mo or It won't, 
move." 


Daley said Chaplin also demanded 


$2,500 to get Republican support for 
tho rezoning. Support from both Re- 
publicans and Democrats was needed 
for a three-fourth majority vote to 
override objeclons from the Village of 
Arlington Heights. 


Daley sold he delivered the cash 


payoffs to the two commissioners. In 
their county building offices. 


THE CHEZ PROPERTY still.is not 


developed despite its 1066 rezoning. It 
was annexed by Arlington Heights 
during 1071 and 1072 and is the subject 
of a federal court suit concerning the 
forced annexation. A proposal to de- 
velop tho land with a mix of single- 
family houses, townhbuses, apart- 
ments, a nursing homo and housing 
for the elderly was made to the Ar- 
lington Heights Village Board last De- 
cember and still is pending. 


Daloy testified under a grant of im- 


munity that protects him from crimi- 
nal prosecution for participating in the 


extortions and from .any adminis- 
trative action or disbarment by the 
bar association or. the state. 
. Among the 16 other rezonings in 
which Daley sold ho paid off 'Bonk 
were: 
• 


• A $10,000 payoff in connection with 


a 5,2-acre shopping center at River 
Rood and Foundry Road near Mount 
prospect owned by Paul-De Franco 
and rezoned In 1070. 


i • A $5,000 payoff for rezoning for a 
36-acre office complex and multiple- 
family development south of Dundee 
Road and west of HI. Rte. S3 in Pala- 
tine Township In 1972. 


• A $2,500 payoff for three separate 


developments including a multiple- 
family rezoning for a 4.2-acre project 
west of Wllke Road and south of Dun- 
dee Road in Palatine Township re- 
zoned in 1072. 


Daley said that while he had failed 


to report the extortion demands to 
law-enforcement officials, • he 
felt 


"like a cashier in a bonk who's stand- 
ing there with a gun to his chest and 
is asked why doesn't he run to the 
corner and get a policeman." •

RTA's action 
plan welcome 


The suburbs arc now in the 


Regional Transportation Author- 
ity spotlight and rightly so. The 
RTA board announced major 
plans this week that will bring 
the beginning of comprehensive 
bus service to suburban Cook 
County and the five outlying 
counties composing the RTA ter- 
ritory. 


The RTA has proposed ex- 


penditures of more than $6 mil- 
lion in the coming fiscal year to 
establish new routes and beef up 
existing routes in 63 suburban 
areas, and the board will discuss 
the specific plans with the public 
at eight hearings beginning next 
week. 


The burden is now on the pub- 


lic and public officials from the 
Northwest suburbs to appear at 
the hearings and comment on 
the plan. Copies will be avail- 
able at local libraries and at the 
RTA offices. Details can be 
changed to suit the needs and 
wants of the people, the board 
members say. 


The proposals in the plan al- 


r e a d y reflect 
some 
local 


thought. Board members attend- 
ed a scries of meetings through- 
out Cook and the outlying coun- 
ties to hear what our officials 
had to say about transportation, 
and their new plan is derived 
from those sessions. 


Planning is essential, but we 


commend the board for listening 
to the public first and not post- 
poning action until it has the re- 


s u i t s of another massive, 
lengthy study. The nation's fuel 
problems dictate that • mass 
transportation services begin as 
soon as possible; the automo- 
bile-dependent suburbs will be 
hardest hit if they don't have al- 
ternate service when gasoline is 
unavailable or priced even high- 
er for the average motorist. 


Action is also the best proof 


that the RTA will work, and it 
will be the key to the board's 
success or failure in gaining 
public support over the next few 
years. People constantly ask the 
board what services the RTA 
will provide for the suburbs, and 
this is part of the answer. 


We are not qualified to com- 


ment on each specific route in 
the plan, but the idea behind the 
program is sound. Citizens and 
public officials now have an op- 
portunity to alter the plan 
through comments at the public 
hearings. 


The citizens' responsibility 


docs not end there, however, be- 
cause it does no good to have a 
transportation system if no one 
will i use it Ask for what you 
need, and use it when you get it; 
that is the best basis for public 
transportation, and perhaps the 
only way it will succeed. 


The public hearing for the 


north half of Cook County will 
begin at 7:30 p.m. June 12 at the 
North Shore Hilton Hotel, 9599 
Skokie Hwy., Skokie. The 400,000 
voices- in the Northwest suburbs 
should be heard. 


Bonk's reappointment

George W. Dunne, who made 
them. Dunne lamely defended 
his action by saying "an in- 
dictment is not a conviction." 
v Bonk's trial will settle the 
question of his guilt or innocence 
and determine whether he will 
retain his county board seat 


But in the future, Dunne 


should give more careful consid- 
eration to all aspects of a com- 
mittee chairman's record'before 
reappointinghim. 


Stadium reaction begins 


Let's decide this 
ivith a referendum 


The Madison Square Garden Corpo- 


ration has estimated that the pro- 
posed new stadium would cost 29.7 
million dollars. In my opinion, they 
would submit the lowest possible fig- 
ure as an inducement to get the Ar- 
lington Heights village board's ap- 
proval of the project, which could be 
a financial burden to the village for 
many years to come. 


It Is Impossible to estimate a multi- 


million dollar venture of this type to a 
degree of accuracy of plus or minus 
.05 million or $50,000, especially in a 
period of rising costs for labor and 
material. This project could end up 
with a total cost of from 35 to 40 mil- 
lion dollars, but once it is started it 
will have to be completed, regardless 
of cost. Will the Madison Square Gar- 
den Corp. pay for all costs over 29.7 
million? 


If the investment is as financially 


sound as they claim, why do they not 
invest their own money? The reason 
should be obvious. An annual million 
dollar profit (their estimate) is only 
y*o return on the total investment. It 
Is my understanding that Mayor Da- 
ley of Chicago told this outfit that 
they would have to use their own 
money. I am sure that if their propo- 
sition was a potential money maker 
for Chicago the mayor would have 
agreed to the building of a new sta- 
dium. 


The Herald should urge a referen- 


dum and point out that the responsi- 
bility to pay this debt could fall on the 


village taxpayers.

details of today and tomorrow's traf- 
fic patterns and forgetting that this is 
a long term proposition that could be 
a weighty burden on the taxpayers of 
Arlington Heights if the rose-colored 
glasses that we're being offered don't 
last that long! 


When studying the Poniiac. Mich- 


igan stadium we should be aware that 


this is an Industrial city — home of 


Pontlac Div. of General Motors and 
all the supporting manufacturers.

I think it is 
much more likely to be our Midway 
Airport.

Japan's Year of Rabbit 


Touching off mob scenes and even 


fights in some book stores, Playboy 
magazine has appeared for the first 
time in the Japanese language, mak- 
ing instant publishing history in the 
Land of the Rising Sun. 


The 450,000 copies of the premiere 


"July 1975" issue went on sale when 
stores opened at 10 a.m. May 21. Two 
hours later, the entire edition was 
sold out. At one store, frustrated buy- 
ers attacked the manager when he re- 
fused to sell copies being held for men 
who had ordered them in advance. 


The 238-page magazine has Playboy 


publisher Hugh Hefner's rabbit on the 
cover and features the well-turned 
bottom of American model Nancy 
Cameron In its "Playmate" picture. 
One layout style closely follows that 
of the American edition. 


Bu( too English language is used 


only for the magazine's name on the 
cover and the titles of a few of the 
departments, like "Playboy's .Party 
Jokes." 


Japanese Playboy is a joint venture 


between Hefner's Chicago-based firm 
and Shuelsha, a Japanese publishing 
house that already has 21 successful 
magazines in its stable. 


"There was simply a gap in the 


Japanese publishing field that Play- 
boy could fill," says Sunao Okada, a 
shrewd man with a gentle sense of 
humor who edits the Japanese edition. 


"There have been many efforts to 


publish a magazine for young Japa- 
nese men, but none has ever suc- 
ceeded. The younger generntion want 
the nude pictures. They also want 
serious articles on politics and eco- 
nomics along with the erotic stories." 


Okada says that at the moment 


Japanese.Playboy has no competitors. 


"But we expect something will show 


up scon," he adds. . 


"We've made quite a sensational 


debut." 


Okada says the goal is to Import'40 


per cent of the magazine's picture 
and editorial content from American 


' Playboy. The other 60 per cent win 


originate in Japan. 


Under the agreement between the 


two firms, Shuelsha gets the pick of 
Playboy's playmates, cartoons and 
jokes over the last 20 years. 


The pictures of Miss Cameron and 


other unclothed girls in tho first edi- 
tion are all those of American and Eu- 
ropean women. 


"In Japan it is not so easy to get 


top fashion models to pose completely 
undressed," Okada says. However, 
the August edition will have a major 
league Japanese model stripped down 
to her underwear. Okada thinks pic- 
tures of white women will pre- 
dominate for a long time. 


Japanese Playboy's July edition 


uses Norman Mailer's nonfiction de- 
scription of the Mohammed All- 
George Foreman fight, the first part 
of which appeared in the May edition 
of the American magazine. It also 
carried a short novel by John Collier, 
"Don't Call Me," which ran in Ameri- 
can Playboy in 1974. 


The "heavyweight" interview for 


the first edition was with a famous 
Japanese police detective. 


Okada says Japanese Playboy's 


worst headache is translating Ameri- 
can Playboy's humor into Japanese. 
Shinlchi Hoshl, a famous Japanese 
writer of science fiction and short sto- 
ries, was hired to fix up the cartoon 
captions. 


Playboy's international collection of 


off-color stories is translated, rather 
freely, by Masaharu Lshizuka, 26, a 
Japanese who graduated in 1974 in 
business administration from New 
York University. He is a member of 
Okada's editorial staff of 22. 


Another staffer, Yasuo Sasaki, has 


virtually a full time job trying to 
make "Playboy's Party Jokes" sound 
funny in Japanese. 


The office looks like anything but a 


Bunny Club. It is on the second floor 
of an office building in Kanda, Tok- 
yo's drab bookstore and publishing 
district 


Okada is a neat, conventional dress- 


er. The younger members of his staff 
look like the clean-cut products of the 
better grade of American fraternity 
houses in the 1950s. Okada majored In 
French literature in college, and 
many of his co-workers have exten- 
sive foreign language training. 
. Okada has worked for Shueisha 
since leaving college. Except for one 
man, his whole staff was recruited 
from inside the company. There are 
no American advisers or editors on 
the scene. Staffers range in age from 
25 to 40. 


"I chose them for their ideas and 


personalities," he says. "I didn't care 
about their past records."

It Is too early to ten what effect-the 


new federal rules thai say that gym 
classes must include both boys and 
girls in noncontoct sports will nave on 
the problem that some students, both 
male and female, find it hard to cope 
with highly competitive gym classes. 
But there arc several possibilities. 


One possibility might be that gym 


classes will be Integrated and nothing, 
else will change. The result of that 
will be that the boys and girls at the 
low end of the athletic scale will stay 
there, feeling, perhaps, even more in- 
ferior than ever (some boys, after all, 
will be "beat" by girls) and the ath- 
letic boys and girls will battle It out at 
the top, with the muscle strength of 
' boys probably working to their advan- 
tage. 


That is the most likely result. Many 


physical education teachers, both 
mole and female, generally believe 
that competition Is like mom and 
apple pie — something to be accepted 
unqucstloningly. 


ANOTHER MORE radical result 


might be a change in the way physi- 
cal education classes are run. Instead 
of awarding points for such skills as 
climbing a rope, the classes might 
focus on skills and games that are go- 
ing to be good for people as they get 
older. 


In this approach, the athletic types 


of both sexes could continue to climb 
the rope up to the celling and clobber 
each other in contact sports. The less 


able of both sex»s could concentrate 
on skills and Individual sports that de- 
mand less strength und/or less com- 
petitive spirit. 


Some physical education classes are 


already moving in this direction, with 
students having the choice of taking 
bowling or skating instead of the 
more traditional basketball and field 
hockey. Such classes are not jet in 
the majority, however. 


Another possible result of the new 


federal rule will be that Congress will 
overturn it. This would racnn that 
physical education teachers would not 
have to rethink any 
assumptions 


about the way they run their classes, 
although some may do so anyway. 


But if the new rule causes anyone to 


take another look at what is required 
in physical education, the klutzes of 
both sexes will have cause to rejoice.

Kcnyon, charged with 
two enema-stylo robberies at tho Uni- 
versity of Illinois campus, was being 
held for two homo invasions In Glen 
Ellyn and Investigation of other home 
burglaries. 


Champaign police declined to com- 


ment, but said they probably will re- 
lease a statement this afternoon. Au- 
thorities suspect there may be a con- 
nection between about 12 Champaign- 
Urbana assaults and similar ones in 
three other major college cities. 


IN KANSAS, Rllcy County Atiy. 


Paul Miller said Wednesday his offlcb 
probably will have to "wait In line" 
behind numerous Illinois communities 
to prosecute Kenyan for reported 
"enema-bandit" activities at Kansas 
State University, Manhattan. 


"But as for conviction, it's not going 


to be easy," Miller said. "We are hav- 
ing problems locating the victims, and 
there is no statute specifically cov- 
ering someone who gives a victim an 
enema or that typo of sexual devia- 
tion. I assume it's sexual deviation, 
anyway. 


"His method was usually the 


same," sold Miller. "He'd break into 
an apartment, steal something, tie up 
the occupants, hold them at bay with 
a gun and do his dastardly deed. He 
was always polite and talkative while 
ho did It, and wo think the enemas 
were at least us much of a motive as 
the robberies. Ho never stole very 
much."

It's Goodwin again 


Danny Goodwin, a powerful catcher, became baseball's No. 1 


draft choice for the second time Wednesday when the California 
Angels picked him as the top player in the summer selections. 


He was the first player ever picked as the top prospect in two 


separate drafts of a major pro sports league. 


'I'm planning to play baseball now," said Goodwin, who turned 


down $80,000 from the Chicago White Sox on graduation from high 
school four years ago — when they chose him No. 1 — because "it 
just wasn't enough money." 


"I'd like to think that the-Angels offer will be better than the 


White Sox," said Goodwin who already has retained an agent to do 
his bargaining. 


Goodwin, 21, batted .394 and drove in 166 runs in 169 games in 


four seasons at Southern University (La.), Including a .425 average 
in 1975. He also hit .411 In a tough collegiate summer league last 
year. At his home In Peoria, 111., he said, "I think I'm an ex- 
ceptional hitter." 


Two Chicago area prep players were chosen in the first round, 


including Evanston High School's multisport star Brian Rosinski, 
who was taken fourth by the Chicago Cubs, and outfielder Les 
Filklns of Chicago Washington High, who went just ahead of Ro- 
sinski when Detroit picked him. 


"My dream has always been to play with the Cubs," said Ro- 


sinski, an outfielder who was an All-State football player for the 
Evanston Wildkits. 


Former Fremd High School star Jeff Brlsson, 19, was taken by 


Philadelphia in the 16th and final round. The speedy outfielder set a 
raft of records this spring at Western Iowa Junior College, where 
he hit .500 and stole 52 bases while clubbing 10 homers hi 44 games. 


"Jeff's on cloud nine," said Brisson's father, reached by phone at 


his home in Rolling Meadows Wednesday. "He's a dedicated boy 
and we're delighted with his dedication."

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Parents: check out camp for safety

Parents should not choose a summer camp for their youngsters 


just by looking at the pictures and reading the description in the 
camp brochure, according to the National Safety Council. 


The council has a checklist of over 30 specific questions parents 


should ask about any camp they arc considering. They are advised 
to visit the camp personally to observe conditions', and if that is 
Impossible, to seek references from others who have camped there. 


In 1073 at least 25 youngsters died and thousands were injured in 


summer camp accidents, which the safety council attributes to 
inadequacy or lack of standards and regulations governing health 
and safety practices at the camps. 


The council has endorsed a Youth Camp Safety bill Introduced In 


Congress by Rep. Domlnick Daniels, D-N.J., which would establish 
federal standards for the operation of camps, and would require 
federal implementation of the standards in any state that did not 
develop a program meeting them. 


THE BILL WAS PASSED by the House April 17 and Is now 


pending before the Senate subcommittee on children and youth, 
chaired by Sen. Walter Mondalo, D.-Mlnn. 


A member of Rep. Daniels' staff expressed optimism over the 


prospects of the Mil, noting that a similar measure was passed by 
the Senate In a previous session. 


According to a report on the nation's youth camps compiled In 


1973 for the Department of Health, Education and Welfare, Illinois 
ranked as a state having camp regulations but "vague criteria for 
compliance, inadequate protection for youths in most areas, and 
regulates less than SO per cent of recommended areas." New rules 
and regulations were drawn up by the state Department of Public 
Health In March, 1074. 


Hero Is the National Safety Council's youth camp checklist: 


PERSONNEL: 


1. Is the camp director at least 25 years of age, with camping 


education or training In the past three years and at least 16 weeks 
of experience in camp supervision? 


2. Are the minimum ago levels for counselors: day camp, 18; 


family and resident camp, 10; travel camp, 21? 


3. Is the counselor/camper ratio in resident camp one counselor 


to eight campers who are 8 years old and over, and one to six 
campers under 8? 


SITE, FACILITIES AND EQUIPMENT: 


4. Is the waterfront area shelving safe, adequately roped and free 


from treacherous currents and underwater hazards? 


5. Are foot trails kept separate from vehicular roads to the great- 


est possible extent? 


6. Are there unusual natural hazards (cliffs, swamps) that re- 


quire special protective measures? 


7. Are all sleeping accommodations on the ground level or, al- 


ternatively, are fire escapes and protective devices provided on all 
other floors? 


HEALTH: 


8. Is a physical examination by a physician and a medical history 


required for all people at the camp within three months before 
camp starts? 


9. Is a physical checkup also given to each person, either imme- 


diately before departure to camp or upon arrival, by a doctor or 
registered nurse? 


10. Does the camp require all innoculattons stipulated by public 


health authorities? 


11. Is a dally record of all first aid and other medical treatment 


kept by the doctor, nurse or director? 


12. If a family or resident camp, is there a doctor or registered 


nurse in residence at all times? 


13. If a day camp, is a doctor or registered nurse on call at all 


times, and is there a person on the camp site who holds a current 
American Red Cross certificate hi advanced first aid? 


14. Are all staff members drilled on standard procedures to fol- 


low in event of health emergencies? 


15. Is a night patrol operated after hours? 
16. Is the waterfront program at all times under the direction of 


an experienced person over 21 who holds a current American Red 
Cross water safety instructor's certificate? 


17. In addition to the waterfront director, is there on duty a 


minimum ratio of one senior llfesaver for every 25 persons in the 
water? 


18. Do all waterfront practices and equipment, including water- 


craft, comply with American Red Cross and U.S. Coast Guard 
standards or equivalent? 


10. Can all watercraft be locked up when not In use, and are they 


always locked at night? 


20. Is the swimming pool fenced? 
21. Does the riflery program comply with National Rifle Associ- 


ation standards? 


22. Are the archery and riding programs planned and conducted 


in a manner to ensure the safety of all participants? 


23. Are tools, including power tools, as well as their safety de- 


vices such as guards, used and maintained in good repair, and are 
they operated only under qualified supervision? 


24. Are gasoline, kerosene, explosives and inflammables stored 


away from inhabited buildings and kept away from children, under 
lock and key? 


25. Is firefightlng equipment adequate, are all staff members 


practiced in its use, and have arrangements been made with the 
nearest local fire department or forest rangers for help if needed? 


26. Are disaster procedures planned and regularly practiced in 


the form of drills? 


SANITATION? 


27. Does the camp comply with all applicable sanitation laws? 
28. Has it been recently verified that the water supply is ap- 


proved as safe? Is the milk pasteurized or certified? 


29. Is storage for perishable foods adequate and safe? 
30. Do dishwashing procedures and care of equipment comply 


with all applicable laws? 


31. Are waste disposal and toilet facilities adequate and in com- 


pliance with all applicable laws? 


TRANSPORTATION: 


32. Is all equipment maintained in top condition and covered by 


adequate liability insurance? 


33. Are all persons who operate vehicles qualified under law to do 


so? 


34. Do chartered transportation units meet ACA transportation 


standards?

Others have claimed success 
with fuller's earth, a paste made with 
kitten-Utter granules, sawdust and 
even dry cement brushed in.

rior when compared to a competitor; 
it docs not present some cutesy, Ir- 
relevant slIcc-oMlfo drama to amuse 
you Into buying the product. 


No, it is much 'more subtle than 


that. It uses a highly respected, high- 
ly trained national figure,-and it pre- 
sents him In a tasteful, semi-scholar- 
ly, semi-homey setting, presumably 
Iho den of his own home. 


IN A QUIRT, sincere and logical 


manner Lovcll tells us that none of us 
can bo experts in everything, that fi- 
nancial planning Is a complex task re- 
quiring great expertise and that wo 
shoul'l engage an expert to coordinate 
our financial affairs. Ho tocommcnds 
a Mutual Benefit representative. 


Sounds sensible on Iho surface, but

2.) American. High poster beds 


wore all tho rage in spacious 18th cen- 
tury English homes, but America's 
smaller, lowcr-celllngcd dwellings de- 
manded tho short poster version. 


3.) English. The most fashionable 


wood In England in tho 17th and early 
18th ccnturcls, walnut was not widely 
used in the colonies and its absence 
marked tho beginning of a distinctive 
"American look." Oak was the prima- 
ry replacement for walnut in the co- 
lonies until mahogany became the 
rage on both sides of the Atlantic in 
tho mld-1700s. 


4.) American. The settle, an elabo- 


ration of the Windsor chair, is an 
American invention which was used in 
tho colonial home or atop the settlers' 
other Important possession, the family 
wagon. 


5.) American. Although the early 


American home is often pictured as 
plain and drab, bright folk decoration, 
such as stenciled furniture, painted 
floors and landscape murals,'actually 
gave even rustic homesteads a vivid, 
colorful appearance.

with its drop-leaf swing supports was 
a 17th century European invention 
avidly adopted in American homes be- 
cause of its space-saving nature. 


9.) American. While English furni- 


ture during the 17th and 18th cen- 
turies was predominantly walnut atid 
in their native woods. Pine was one 
of their favorite choices, end the 
worm, rustic wood gave the Ameri- 
can-mode furniture a fresh, dis- 
tinctive look. 


10.) American. Although there were 


many versions of "chest on stand" 
storage pieces in England in the 
1700s, there is no precedent for the 
elegant mahogany lowboys developed 
by Philadelphia craftsmen. The Phila-

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Builders are 
going 'back 


to the basics 


New housing: some builders move to lower-density, basic houses. 


by LEA TONKIN 


Homes that sell arc the goal of several area devel- 


opers as they go back to the drawing boards to rethink 
planned suburban projects. 


Selective moves toward lower-density development 


than In the past and a back-to-the-baslcs approach 
should enable builders to meet suburban home buyers' 
needs at a price they can afford, said Fred Hillman, 
executive vlco president of Chesterfield Builders. 
"Some builders arc rethinking their projects. I like to 
think we're always doing this. Any Intelligent builder 
should be aware of market changes," he said. 


Changing consumer demands, the economy and heavy 


financing costs account for Chesterfield Builders' re- 
vamped plans for the Arrowhead development in Buf- 
falo Grove, Hillman said. The Decrfield-based firm 
originally planned to build 420 apartment units on the 
site. The plan was later scaled back to some 280 town- 
homes, with construction slated to start In the fall. Tho 
revised plan was developed following objection by Buf- 
falo Grovo officials to the proposed housing density. 


"THE NAME OF the game is that the builder must 


by necessity put up something that Is going to find 
acceptability In the marketplace," Hillman said. "Most 
builders a few years ago came up with relatively high- 
density projects. Many of them feel that It has now 
changed: the economy, the demographics of people who 
need housing arc different from a few years ago." 


Lower-density development with fewer living units 


per acre Is only one of many considerations for the 
builder trying to lino up buyers, Hillman said. The ap- 
proximately 10 per cent increase in new housing costs 
during tho past year can be offset through better use of 
land and efforts to shorten the lead time between origi- 
nal development proposals and actual construction, ho 
said. A long lead lime may mean hundreds of dollars in 
added homo costs as the developer carries land financ- 
ing costs for an extended period, he said. Hillman said 
It Is difficult to build an affordable undcr-$50,000 single- 
family home for young families. 


The lack of new single-family housing priced less 


than $70,000 hurts many potential buyers in Arlington 
Heights and other area communities, said Chicago at- 
torney Joseph Ash. Ho represents three local developers 
who are scrapping earlier plans for high-density devel- 
opment In Arlington Heights and Schaumburg. Ash said 
developers seek creative land-use plans and other meth- 
ods to turn out single-family housing "or as close as 
you con get" within on affordable price range. 


"I think a lot of developers arc moving in the direc- 


tion where they're giving up density to reach a mar- 
ket," he said. Smaller lot size and zero lot-line zoning in 
which housing units back up .to the property lino may 
bo used in the development of csthetically pleasing 
homes ideally priced under $50,000, he said. 


COMMUNITY OBJECTION to high-density devel- 


opment and buyer demand for lower-density devel- 
opment account for revised plans at Ivy Hill Village In 
Arlington Heights, Ash said. The developer seeks appro- 
val for single-family housing that will cost more than 
$70,000 at the site, originally zoned for multi-family 
housing. Ash also represents developers Melvin Isen- 
stein and Melvin Lerman. They seek single-family zon- 
ing at the Laurelwood North project in Schaumburg, 
originally slated as a "triplex" development The G-S 
Building Corp. Is another client working on preliminary 
plans for a Schaumburg single-family home devel- 
opment as a replacement for earlier medium-density 
triplex and townhome plans. 


"I think you'll see a lot more of this in the next 


year," Ash said. "There is still a need for multi-family 
housing but the immediate need is in single-family 
housing." \ ;. ' 


Ash said there are fears among suburban residents of 


"cheap" housing. As people overcome the fear, there 


. will be increased acceptance of land-use plans that en- 
able builders to build less expensive housing, he said. 
. Cluster housing and zero lot-line zoning .will eventually 


offer an alternative to families priced out of the $70,000 
single-family home market, he said. "We really aren't 
talking about scaling back the size of the house," he 
said. 


Single-family housing and lower-density development 


is "where the buyers are," said Jerome Stone, presi- 
dent of the Residential Planning Corp., Chicago. Stone 
was among the speakers at a recent Hillside conference 
for housing-Industry specialists, sponsored by M. Ecker 
and Co. "There was overbuilding in the high-density 
market," he said. "Now builders are changing to meet 
the market." Smaller lot size and fewer amenities will 
be useful tools in the campaign to stabilize cost, he 
said. "But today's house on a smaller lot will cost more 
than on older house on a smaller lot.'' 


COMMUNICATION with potential buyers is a key in 


the effort to supply-needed housing, said William W. 
Kennedy, another conference participant. Kennedy is 
executive vice president of Kennedy Brothers Inc., 
Deerfield. A "back to the basics" approach outlined by 
the builder Includes a review of home prices and elimi- 
nation of frills that add to cost. 


Jerry J. Bcrger, executive vice president and chief 


financial officer of the Hoffman Rosner Corp., Hoffman 
Estates, also pegs sales success on a selective "back-to- 
the-baslcs approach." A variety of price ranges, the 
switch to lower-density development where buyer de- 
mand is right and offering new models that suit the 
middle-Income family'budget are'strategies suggested 
by Berger. "Smaller lots, more basic housing," and 
fewer amenities will cut.houslng costs and enable build- 
ers to reach new home buyers, he said. 
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Multi-family up 8% 
Housing permits drop 8% in April 


Building permits for now housing 


development In the Chicago metro- 
politan area dropped by 8 per cent, 
during April compared to figures a 
year earlier in tho most recent Bell 
Federal Savings and Loan Assn. Sur- 
vey of Building. 


The Bell report Indicates an 8 per 


cent increase to 70S units in multi- 
family,, or apartment, permits Issued 
during the month compared to the 
April 1S74 total of 653 units. Single- 


family home permits dropped 15 per 
cent during the period from 1,522 to 
1,290 units. 


The report Includes Schaumburg as 


the only area community among the 
top 10 housing leaders for 1975. The 
municipality reports 94 single-family 
home permits issued for the year. 


A bright spot in'the Bell report,is 


housing permits in unincorporated 
areas. Single-family home permits 


rose from 263 units in April 1974 to 318 
units in April 1975. Multi-family units 
increased from 32 to 234 units for the 
period.

"Self-sufficiency Is really only a

Lid- Insurance Protection — The

Special Protection — An "emergen- 


cy" savings fund, totaling up to six 
months' pay, represents n wise buffer 
against any contingency. Some liquid 
assets ought to be available to apply 


against unexpected budget drains. 


Housing — Only 25-30 per cent of 


your gross monthly paycheck should 
go for rent. A home mortgage should 
not exceed 2 to 2% times gross annual 
Income. 


Living Costs — Household expenses 


for an intermediate-level four-person 
family should not exceed 25 per cent 
of net annual income in urban areas, 
and should require only about 20 per 
cent in non-urban areas.

AN AS ACCOMPANIMENT she sug- 


gests a Cranberry Gelatin Mold. Easy 
to prepare, it consists simply of 
Strawberry gelatin dissolved In cran- 
berry or cranapple juice, with may- 
onnaise and whipped cream folded in. 


Light and frothy with a creamy 


pink color, it has a bit of tang from 
the cranberry juice. It's a refreshing 
salad for' a hearty meal, Ideal for 
summer months. Because it looks 
pretty and is always popular, Carole 
often takes the salad to potlucks as it 
goes well with ham and chicken as 
well as with the goulash. 


A dessert that has been a favorite of 


Ralph's since his boyhood days is an 
unusual cottage cheese pie. Carole 
makes this from her mother-in-law's 
recipe, explaining that it is quite un- 
usual and unlike any cheese pie you 
may have tried before.

Talks next week in Washington 
City, U.S. to weigh 
sewage-plant plans 


by STEVE BROWN 


Des Plaines officials plan to meet in 


Washington next week with the Presi- 
dent's Council on Environmental 
Quality to discuss the proposed 
O'llaro Water Reclamation plant. 


The council is the final agency to 


examine plans for the $96 million 
plant before more than $70 million in 
federal funds arc granted to build it. 


Aid. Richard Ward, 8th, said ho 


hopes to meet Tuesday with council 
staff members to discuss the city's 
objections. Ho said U.S. Rep. Philip 
M. Crano, R-12th, was asked to ar- 
range tho session. 


WARD SAID ho intends to voice 


strong objections to the U.S. Environ- 
mental Protection Agency's final en- 
vironmental-Impact statement. The 
agency approved plans for the plant 
but called for facilities to suppress 
•aerosol emissions. Tho city's principal 
argument has been that .the plant 
should not bo built at tho proposed lo- 
cation, a 104-acre tract at the south- 
east corner of Oakton Street and Elm- 


hurst Road. He dispute has been go- 
ing on for nearly 10 years. 


Ward contends the plant Is too close 


to residential areas and could present 
a health hazard. 


Word also hopes to shed more light 


on an EPA memorandum which 
called for the plant to be constructed 
at another site farther from residen- 
tial areas. 


Report girl, 19, with 
kidney ailment missing 


A 10-year-old DCS Plaines girl with 


a severe kidney condition has dis- 
appeared and her doctor and father 
said she will die unless she receives 
treatment. 


The girl, Catherine M. Pokorny, 49 


E. Thockor St., was last seen by her 
family Monday. Her father, Robert, 
52, said Wednesday he has filed a 
missing persons report with the Des 
Plaines Police in tho hope of locating 
his daughter. 


"I don't koow what else to do," be 


said. "I don't know which Way to go." 


Pokorny said the last time ho saw 


his daughter she was driving the fam- 
ily car with a young man she recently 
met at a local carnival. 


THE GIRL'S DOCTOR, Marshall 


Salkin, said Miss Pokorny failed to 
show up Wednesday at a medical cen- 
ter in Niles where she was to receive 
treatment on a kidney-dialysis ma- 
chine. 


"This Is an extremely serious situ- 


ation," Salkin said. "If she doesn't get 
the treatment she dies, period." 


The doctor said the dialysis ma- 


chine removes waste material from 
Miss Pokomy's body and that It is dif- 
ficult to predict how long she will live 
without treatment. "It all depends on 
how much she eats," Salkin said. 


Tho girl's father said she. has been 


receiving treatments from the dialysis 
machine three times a week since 
March. "Without.the machine she'll 
be in bad shape by Friday and In real 
bad shape by Monday," Pokorny said. 


THE FATHER said Miss Pokorny 


has had a kidney problem since was 
was 2 years old and has never missed 
an .appointment for dialysis treat- 
ment. 


"She's never done anything like this 


before," Pokorny said. "She knows 
she's got to have this treatment and 
we all know she will die without it." 


Police Lt. Mike Clark said Wednes- 


day the department was sending out a 
description of Miss Pokorny and the 
auto in hope of locating her before it 
is too late. 


Tho car sho was last seen in is a 


black 1966 Bulck station wagon with a 
vinyl roof. 


THE HERALD reported Monday 


that EPA officials Ignored a staff rec- 
ommendation to build the plant on a 
112-acre site south of the Northwest 
Tollway and west of Eltnhurst Road. 
The memo, written in February, in- 
dicates that the site would reduce the 
chances of creating a health hazard. 


The MSD owns both proposed sites. 


Federal environmental officials said 
the memo was not ignored, but mere- 
ly represented a preliminary staff 
recommendation that was changed. 


Ward has argued that the memo 


was prepared about one week before 
the preliminary impact statement was 
drafted and that the decision to 
c h a n g e tho sito recommendation 
came because of political pressure. 


OPPONENTS of the plant have two 


more weeks to object to the EPA be- 
fore federal funds are approved. 


The city also has been fighting the 


plant in court. A city lawsuit pending 
in the U.S. District Court asks wBeth- 
er the MSD must follow the city 
health ordinance regarding the con- 
struction and operation of sewage- 
treatment plants as a condition for re- 
ceiving federal funds. 


Aid. Alan Abrams, 8th, said he 


hopes to meet council staff members 
soon. 


Abrams indicated recently that he 


and Ward differ on some elements of 
the city's argument against the plant. 


Abrams said If the plant sito is relo- 


cated, the MSD might construct a re- 
servoir there. He predicted the rese- 
volr would bo a bigger nuisance than 
the plant. 


But Ward contends that If the, EPA 


does not allow construction of the 
treatment plant there, it would not al- 
low the reservoir to be built.

Maine Township teachers are'put- 


ting together a place they can call 
their own — the Maine Township 
Teacher Learning Center.

Education Monday night approved 
moving the classroom from Apollo Ju- 
nior High School to Nathanson, Potter 
Road and Church Street, Des Plaines. 
The classroom unit, which Is the size 
of two classrooms, also will be used 
for music and art classes. 


By moving tho mobile classroom to 


Nathanson, the school will be able to 
follow the lunch program guidelines 
approved by the board two weeks ago. 
The guidelines allow all students In 
Grades 1-4 with both parents working 
to stay at school for lunch. Students 
who live more than seven-tenths of a 
mile from school, have medical excus- 
es or family emergencies also can 
stay for lunch. 


Other students can stay for lunch on 


a priority basis If space is available. 


NATHANSON has had about 500 stu- 


dents stay for lunch on bad-weather 
days although the room used for lunch 
can safely seat only 168 students. Ac- 
cording to October 1974 figures, 216 
students stay for lunch because both 
parents work and 137 stay because 
they are bused to school or live more 
than seven-tenths of a mile from 


• school. 


It will cost about $11,000 to move 


the mobile to Nathanson. 


Supt. G. Allan Gogo also told the 


board that Stevenson School, 9000 
Capitol Dr., Maine Township, will be 
about 25 students over capacity next 
year. He recommended that students 
In the area bounded by Church Street, 
Greenwood Avenue, Western Avenue 
and Bollard Road be transferred to 
Ballard School, 8320 Ballard Rd., 
Miles.

Harper may give classes 
in Willow Park Plaza 


Harper College may offer classes 


next fall In the Willow Park Plaza 
Shopping Center, Wheeling Township, 
Instead of In the llintz-Buffnlo Grove 
Mall. Wheeling. 


The college board of trustees de- 


layed approval Tuesday of a rental 
contract for classroom space in the 
Wheeling-Buffalo Grove area until 
June 12 to allow college adminis- 
trators to continue negotiations with 
officials of both shopping centers. 


College officials said in May they 


planned to complete a rental agree- 
ment for classroom space In the 
Hlntz-Buffalo Grove Mall, lllntz and 
Buffalo Grove roads, by this week. 


HOWEVER. DONALD Mlslc, direc- 


tor of business services, wild prob- 
lems In negotiating a price and pro- 
viding adequate parking at the mall 
prompted Harper officials to open ne- 
gotiations for space In the Willow 
Park Plaza, Palatine Road and Mil- 
waukee Avenue. 


Mlslc said the Hlntz-Buffalo Grove 


Mall originally was selected "because 
it was very centrally located for the 
area wo wanted to serve." The col- 
lege Is negotiating for a 15,000-squarc- 
foot storefront hi the mall. 


Mlslc said the Willow Park Plaza 


could rent the college 18,000 square 
feet on the second floor and could pro- 
vide parking, which Is not available at 
the malt. Preliminary figures pre- 
sented to the board Tuesday Indicated 
that rental of the Hintz-Buffalo Grove 
Mall space could cost as much as 
$135,730, depending on the cost of 
parking lots. Preliminary rental at 
Willow Park would be $109,320. 


Mislc said negotiations to reduce 


the preliminary rental figures will 
continue will* officials of both shop- 
ping centers. 


"Wo aren't going to cut off negotia- 


tions with cither one and put all our 
eggs In one basket," ho said. "Wo 
hope to have something by the next 
(June 12) board meeting and will let

Costs of nmbulnncc .and 
paramedic service are rising con- 
stantly, and the state has ruled fire 
departments must upgrade the ser- 
vice by providing two paramedics per 
call rather than one, he said. 


Paramedics are specially trained 


technicians who use sophisticated life- 
saving devices to administer treat- 
ment to heart attack and accident vic- 
tims. Tax revenues to the district can 
bo used only to support fivefighting 
operating expenses, not for ambu- 
lance and paramedic service. 


Winter sold, however, that if the 


special tax is put into effect, the de- 
partment no longer will bill residents 
the customary $30 per call when they 
nsed an ambulance. 


Winter said, "Everyone likes it 


(paramedic service) and they're be- 
ginning to realize it's not the cheapest 
thing In the world and that they hove 
to pay for it."

Handicaps can't keep kids 
from learning to drive 


by BOB GALLAS 


High school driving instructor Dick 


Eckert won't take any excuses from 
students passing up Ills course in safe 
driving, Including those who are par- 
tially paralyzed, mentally handi- 
capped, deaf — or even blind. 


Eckert, along with Mark Snylor, op- 


erates High School Dist. 214's Special 
Education-Driver Education program, 
which Eckert founded 10 years ago for 
four students. 


The program today boosts nbout 100 


students a year who may hove even- 
tually learned how to drlvk on their 
own. but are now being taught how to 
drive, and drive safely. 


"IF THE STUDENT is capable of 


getting a permit, I feel tt is the 
school's responsibility to make an at- 
tempt to teach safe driving to that 
student," Eckert says. 


•'Mv personal philosophy is that no 


handicap, outside of olindness, should 
keep a student from driving." 


Even blind students Li Dist. 214 get 


a chance behind the wheel of a car. 
Guided by Eckert, blind students 
drive through practice ranges In high 
school parking lots. 


"Ey letting blind students drive, I 


feel it gives them a better insight to 
the problems of the driver," said Eck- 
,ert. "And that makes them better pe- 
destrians." 


BECAUSE THE number In the pro- 


gram is small, compared with the 
thousands who take regular driver 
education annually In the district, in- 
structors can spend more time with 


the handicapped students. While regu- 
lar students receive 27 hours of class 
room instruction, seven hours on a 
practice driving range, seven hours of 
driving simulation and 2V4 hours of 
driving, Eckert's pupils get about 
double that and five times more driv- 
ing. 


The handicapped in the co.irse have 


included students with paralyzed legs, 
emotional problems and even a girl 
who Is 4V4 feet tall and couldn't reach 
the pedals without special equipment. 
Eckert claims a 95 per cent success 
rate of students who go on to obtain a 
driver's license after completing his 
course. 


Though he's schooled in sign lan- 


guage, Eckert said tne knowledge 
doesn't do much good In the car, so he 


1 has worked out his own form of 
simple sign communication with deaf 
students. With conventional sign lan- 
guage, "by the time-you spelled out 
one word, the situation would be 
past," Eckert said. 


ECKERT PLACES special impor- 


tance on the need for handicapped 
student. 
1- to learn how to drive. 


' The car is an Important cog in our 


society. With a car, they can get 
around, get a job.

The girl's father said she has been

Executive's death ruled suicide 


A coroner's jury ruled Wednesday

Huarlsa, 64, of 37 Woodlcy Rd.,

outside Standard Components Division 
of Stancomp Inc., 2201 Landmclcr 
Rd., of which he was chairman and a 
major stockholder. 


Police sold autopsy reports and lab- 


oratory tests determined Huarlsa had 
metal tracings on his hand and pow- 
der burns on his hand and head and 
other determinations showed he held 
tho gun that killed him. 


OTHER INDICATIONS of suicide 


were the entry and exit wounds and 
the position of the gun in relation to 
the body. 


Police did not immediately say It 


was a suicide investigation and called 
it a "suspicious-death" investigation. 


"Although there were things that 


led us to believe it was suicide, cer- 


tain things were missing at first and 
later were discovered," said Det. 
John Landers of Elk Grove Village 
police. 


According to police, Huarisa had 


told several friends that "people are 
following me," apparently in an at- 
tempt to make it appear he was the 
victim of a robbery-murder incident. 


Huarlsa was insured for $3.2 mil- 


lion, with a bulk of the policies nam- 
ing the company as beneficiary and 
some naming his family.

Handicaps can't keep kids 
from learning to drive

High school driving instructor Dick 


Eckert won't take any excuses from 
students passing up ills course in safe 
driving, including those who are par- 
tially paralyzed, mentally handi- 
capped, deaf — or even blind. 
> 


Eckert, along with Mark Saylor, op- 


erates High School Dlst. 2H's Special 
Education-Driver Education program, 
which Eckert founded 10 years ago for 
four students. " 


The program today toasts about 100 


students a year who may have even- 
tually learned how to drive on their 
own. but are now being taught how to 
drive, and drive safely. 


"IF THE STUDENT is capable of 


getting) a permit, I fed it is the 
school's responsibility to make an at- 
tempt to teach safe driving to that 
student," Eckert says. 


'Mv personal philosophy is that no 


handicap, outside of blindness, should 
keep H student from driving." 


Even blind students Li Dist. 214 get 


a chance behind the wheel of a car. 
Guided by Eckert, blind students 
drive through practice ranges in high 
school parking lots. 


"By letting blind students drive, I 


feol it gives them a better Insight to 
the problems of the driver," said Eck- 
ert. "And that makes them better pe- 
destrians." 


BECAUSE THE number In the pro- 


gram Is small, compared with the 
thousands who take regular driver 
education annually in-the district, in- 
structors can spend more time with 


the handicapped students. While regu- 
lar students receive 27 hours of class 
room instruction, seven hours on a 
practice driving range, seven hours of 
driving simulation and 2tt hours of 
driving, Eckert's pupils get about 
doubts that and five times more driv- 
ing. 


The handicapped in the co.irse have 


Included students with paralyzed legs, 
emotional problems and even a girl 
who. is 4% feet tall and couldn't reach 
the pedals without special equipment. 
Eckert claims a 95 per cent success 
rate of students who go on to obtain a 
driver's license after completing his 
course. 


Though he's schooled in sign lan- 


guage, Eckert- said tnft knowledge 
doesn't do much good In the car, so he 
hoi' worked 
N out his own form of 


simple sign communication with deaf 
students. With conventional sign lan- 
guage, "by the time you spelled out 
one word, the situation would be 
past," Eckert said.

Executive's death ruled suicide 


A coroner's jury ruled Wednesday

were the entry and exit wounds and 
the position of the gun in relation to 
the body. 


Police did not Immediately say it 


was a suicide investigation and called 
it a "suspicious-death" investigation.

District officials should lake the first 
offlclnl stops toward a referendum for 
a special ambulance tax In about 
a month, on attorney for the district 
said Wednesday.

support ambulance and paramedic 
services In the district, which serves 
43,000 to 50,000 residents In the Wheel- 
Ing, Buffalo Grove and Prospect 
Heights area.

Tho proposed tax would be about 10 


to id cents per $100 assessed valuation 
or $10 to $15 yearly for homeowners 
wham property Is assessed at $10,000. 


THE LONG-consldorcd plans were 


d e l a y e d , however, when Buffalo 
Grove officials announced they were 
dropping plans for a referendum of 
their own to annex the Lake County 
section of the village Into the district. 


Fire district officials were waiting 


to sco how the boundaries would be 
changed before trying to establish the 
tar. 


More recently, discussion has been 


put off because of a change In mem- 
bership on the district board of 
trustees. Ryan sold. Former Trustee 
Otis (Skip) Hcdlund stepped down af- 
ter his election lost April to the 
Wheeling Village Board. 


Hyan was unable to say how long it 


would be before district officials de- 
cide to begin the referendum proce- 
dure but mentioned It would take 
about 30 days to put out notices and 
recruit election judges. 


RUE CHIEF Wayne Winter of Buf- 


falo Grove, whose department is part 
of the district, said no hopes district 
officials decide soon to schedule a ref- 
erendum. Costs of nmbulnncc and 
paramedic service are rising con- 
stantly, and the state has ruled fire 
departments must upgrade the sor- 
vlca by providing two paramedics per 
cill rather than one, ho sflid. 


Paramedics are specially trained 


technicians who use sophisticated life- 
saving devices to administer treat- 
ment lo heart attack and accident vic- 
tims. Tax revenues to the district can 
be used only to support flreflghting 
operating expenses, not for ambu- 
lance and paramedic service. 


Winter said, however, that If the 


special tax Is put into effect, the de- 
partment no longer will bill residents 
the customary $30 per call when they 
nstd an ambulance. 


Winter said, "Everyone likes It 


(paramedic service) and they're be- 
ginning to realize It's not the cheapest 
thing In the world and that they hcvc 
to pay for It." 


Wheeling Fire Chief B;rnnrdt Koep- 


pen was unavailable for comment. 


W H E E L I N G VILLAGE Mgr. 


George Passolt sold he Is still re- 
searching methods of some type of 
special tax for a small section of the 
village which would be used to sup- 
port the fire district. 


Tho area, near Milwaukee Avenue 


and Dundee Road is not part of the 
fire district and pays the district no 
taxes although the area receives the 
service. Approximately 2,OuO residents 
would be unaffected by the ambulance 
tax, and Passolt said ho was studying 
ways to tax those residents without 
assessing Wheeling's remaining 16,000 
residents In an effort to avoid double 
taxation.

Village may borrow if tax bills late 


The Village of Wheeling may be 


forced to borrow to cover expenses if 
the bills for the second installment of 
county real estate taxes are late 
again this year. 


Village Mgr. George Passolt said he 


is "doing the leg work" needed to sell 
tax anticipation warrants. 
Passolt 


said during his 10-year tenure with 
the village, borrowing through sale of 
tax anticipation warrants has never 
been needed. 


"Our surplus Is not sufficient to car- 


ry us through the fiscal year if the 
taxes arrive late," Passolt said. "We 
don't want to wait until we have a 
problem where we won't bo able to 
meet our payroll. Right now we're 
playing It by car and watching the sit- 
uation." 


PASSOLT SAID village finances 


have been hurt by a number of things, 
Including village population, a reduc- 
tion In the amount of money collected 
from building fees and a reduced total 
assessment. 


"Our population was below what we 


anticipated and that means we lose 
motor-fuel tax funds and state sales 


tax," Passolt said. "We've also had 
problems with our assessed valuation 
which went down about seven per 
cent Instead of going up seven per 
cent as we anticipated." 


The village's assessment in 1972 


was $97 million and dipped to $90 mil- 
lion in 1973. Passolt said assessment 
figures for 1974 will be'released in 
July, and until they are known he has 
no way of knowing how much money 
the village will receive In taxes. 


Passolt said the village should re- 


ceive money in September if taxes 
are collected on time. Tax bills are 
due In two Installments with the first 
payment due March 1 and the second 
due Sept. l. 


THE VILLAGE manager added that 


he will not know whether tax anticipa- 
tion warrants will need to be issued 
until he gets an idea of what the vil- 
lage's total assessed valuation is and 
if tax bills are expected to be mailed 
out late. 


Passolt said the village's financial 


picture is indicative of the present re- 
cessionary economy. "Many business- 
es are having financial problems and 
we're no different. Construction has 


slowed down, and as a result we've 
had a lot less building in the village 
and less money collected from build- 
ing permits," Passolt said. 


If the village must issue tax antici- 


pation warrants, they will be paid 
back with interest when taxes are re- 
ceived.

Police said autopsy reports and lab- 


oratory tests determined Huarisa had 
metal tracings on his hand and pow- 
der burns on his hand and head and 
other determinations showed he held 
the gun that killed him. 
OTHER INDICATIONS of suicide 


were the entry and exit wounds and 
the position of the gun in relation to 
the body. 


Police did not Immediately say it 


was a suicide investigation and called 
it a "suspicious-death" investigation. 


"Although there were things that 


led us to believe it was suicide, cer- 
tain things were missing at first and 
later were discovered," said Det. 
John Landers of Elk Grove Village 
police. 


According to police, Huarisa had 


told several friends that "people are 
following me," apparently in an at- 
tempt to moke it appear he was the 
victim of a robbery-murder Incident. 


Huarisa was insured for $3.2 mil-

Harper may give classes 
in Willow Park Plaza 


The inside story 
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Harper College may offer classes 


next fall In the Willow Park Plaza 
Shopping Center, Wheeling Township, 
instead of in the Hlntz-Buffalo Grove 
Mall, Wheeling. 


The college board of trustees de- 


layed approval Tuesday of a rental 
contract for classroom space in the 
Wheeling-Buffalo Grove area until 
June 12 to allow college adminis- 
trators to continue negotiations with 
officials of both shopping centers. 


College officials said In May they 


planned to complete a rental agree- 
ment for classroom space in 'the 
Hintz-Buffalo Grove Mall, Hintz and 
Buffalo Grove roads, by this week. 


HOWEVER, DONALD Mislc, direc- 


tor of business services, said prob- 
lems in negotiating a price and pro- 
viding adequate parking at the mall 
prompted Harper officials to open, ne- 
gotiations for space hi the Willow 
Pork Plaza, Palatine Road and Mil- 
waukee Avenue. 
> 


Mislc said the Hintz-Buffalo Grove 


Mall originally was selected "because 
it was very centrally located for'the 
area we wanted to serve.!' The col- 
lege Is negotiating for a 15,000-square- 
foot storefront in the mall. • 


Misic said the Willow Park Plaza 


could rent the college 18,000 square 
feet on the second floor and could pro- 
vide parking, which is not available at 
the mall. Preliminary -figures pre- 
sented to the board Tuesday indicated 
that rental of the Hlntz-Buffalo Grove 
Mall space could cost as much as 
$135,750, depending on the cost of 
parking lots. Preliminary rental at 
Willow Park would be $109,320. ' 


Misic sold negotiations to reduce 


the preliminary rental figures .will 
continue with officials of both shop- 
ping centers. 


"We aren't going to cut off negotia- 


tions with (elther one and put all our 
eggs in one basket," he said. "We 
hope to have something by the next 
(June 12) board meeting and will let 
the board decide." 


COLLEGE OFFICIATE said day 


and evening classes will be offered in 
the Wheeling-Buffalo Grove, area. 
Last month, college vice. president 
John Blrkholtz said as many as 250 
students may attend classes, at the 
center at a given time. 


The new center will be the first one 


where Harper will offer off-campus 
courses. College officials have said of- 
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fering the off-campus classes will re- 
lieve overcrowding on the college'* 
Palatine campus. 


Also Tuesday, the Harper board 


agreed to spend $3,650,906 on a new 
vocational education building to be 
built on the campus beginning this 
summer. The building will'be con- 
structed by the Illinois Capital Devel- 
opment Board, with $912,726 coming 
from the'college and $2,738,180 from 
the state. 


Bids, which were awarded by the 


Capital Development Board, came in 
$695,400 tower than estimates.

"The board could decide to just con- 


centrate on Increasing the staff and 
equipment and holding off on some of 
the other things, we don't know yet," 
he said. 


THE $1.5 MILLION referendum 


would pay for improvements that are 
included in a three-phase expansion 
program which the administration 
proposed in December. The program 
includes the hiring of 42 full-time fire- 
men and three fire officials, the con- 
struction of a third fire station and 
training tower, and the purchase of 
two engines by the end of 1976. 


Fire Chief Orville Helms suggested 


the hiring of 12 full-time firemen, a 
fire inspector and several other im- 
provements in the fire department's 
proposed 1975-76 budget by village of- 
ficials. 


The village board allocated funds to 


hire a full-time deputy chlsf midway 
through the present year but cut the 
other Improvements saying that they 
would be part of the fire referendum, 
and that budgeting these additions 
would Increase the village's tax levy 
without voter approval. 


TRUSTEE RICHARD W. Fonte said 


the question of capital improvements 
and additional men for the depart- 
ment should be separate. 


"My major concern is whether tho 


fire department could absorb 40 new 
full-time firemen within a year's time. 
I think we can build up the number of 
full-time and volunteer firemen we 
have by gradually adding them to our 
budget each year as revenue per- 
mits," Fonte said. 


Trustee James L. Shaw, chairman 


' of the health, safety and welfare com- 


mittee, said he will recommend that

Harper College may offer classes 


next fall in the Willow Park Plaza 
Shopping Center, Wheeling Township, 
instead of in the Hinlz-Buffalo Grove 
Mall, Wheeling. 


The college board of trustees de- 


layed approval Tuesday of a rental 
contract for classroom space in the 
Wheeling-Buffalo Grove area until 
June 12 to allow college adminis- 
trators to continue negotiations with 
officials of both shopping centers. 


College officials said in May they 


planned to complete a rental agree- 
ment for classroom space in the 
Hlntz-Buffalo Grove Mall, Hlntz and 
Buffalo Grove roads, by this week. 


HOWEVER, DONALD Mislc, direc- 


tor of business services, said prob- 
lems in negotiating a price and pro- 
viding adequate parking at the mall 
prompted Harper officials to.open ne- 
gotiations for space in the Willow 
Park Plaza, Palatine Road and Mil- 
waukee Avenue. 


Misic said the Hintz-Buffato Grove 


Mall originally was selected "because 
it was very centrally located for the 
area'we wanted to serve." The col- 
lege is negotiating for a 15,000-6quare- 
foot storefront in the mall 


Misic said the Willow Park Plaza 


could rent the college 18,000 square 
feet on the second floor and could pro- 
vide parking, which is not available at 
the mall. Preliminary figures pre- 
sented to the board Tuesday indicated 
that rental of the Hintz-Buffalo Grove 
Mall space could cost as much as 
$135,750, depending on the cost of 
parking lots. Preliminary rental at 
Willow Park would be $109,320. 


Mislc said negotiations to reduce 


the preliminary rental figures will 
continue with officials of both shop- 
ping centers. 


"We aren't going to cut off negotia- 


tions with either one and put all our 
eggs in one basket," he said. "We 
hope to have something by the next 
(June 12) board meeting and will let 
the board decide." 


COLLEGE OFFICIALS said day

Last month, college vice president 
John Birkholtz said as many as 250 
students may attend classes at the 
center at a given time.

A coroner's jury ruled Wednesday 


that Elk Grove Village executive John 
Huarisa's death May 15 was a suicide. 


The wealthy electronics executive 


was depressed about health and other 
problems and apparently took his own 
life, according to testimony presented 
at the Inquest. 


Huarisa, 64, of 37 Woodley Rd., 


Wlnnetko, was found shot in the head 
outside Standard Components Division 
of Stancorap Inc., 2201 Landmcler 
Rd., of which he was chairman and a 
major stockholder. 


Police said autopsy reports and lab- 


oratory tests determined Huarisa had 
metal tracings on his hand and pow- 
der burns on his hand and head and 
other determinations showed be held 
the gun that killed him. 


OTHER INDICATIONS of suicide 


were the -entry and exit wounds and 


the position of the gun in relation to 
the body. 


Police did not immediately say It 


was a suicide investigation and called 
it a "suspicious-death" investigation. 


"Although there were things that 


led us to believe it was suicide, cer- 
tain things were missing at first and 
later were discovered," said Det. 
John Landers of Elk Grove Village 
police. 


According to police, Huarisa had 


told several friends that "people are 
following me," apparently in an at- 
tempt to mako it appear he was the 
victim of a robbery-murder incident. 


Huarisa was insured for $3.2 mil- 


lion, with a bulk of the policies nam- 
ing the company as beneficiary and 
some naming his family.

An apartment project proposed for 


the northwest corner of River and 
Camp McDonald roads will go uack to 
court as a result of a recent Illinois 
Appellate Court decision canceling 
zoning for the project. 


The court decision tossed out a con- 


sent decree between Mount Prospect 
and developer J. M. Brickman, Mid- 
West Corp., which would have allowed 
Brickman to construct an 80-unlt, five- 
story building on the 3.3-acre site. 


The Appellate Court reversed the 


compromise, saying a group of 16 
h o m e o w n e r s should have been 
allowed to enter in the case last year. 
The homeowners tried to Intervene so 
they could continue to fight the proj- 
ect after the village announced an 
out-of-court settlement. Circuit Court 
Judge Arthur L. Dunne denied their 
request about a year ago. 


Donald Kreger, attorney for the 


residents, said the. decision will put 
the case back at the trial level, with 
the homeowners allowed to Intervene. 
"We will go on with the case from 
there, assuming they don't appeal to 
the Supreme Court," he said. "1 have 


a feeling that they won't."

Although the consent decree would 


have allowed Brickman to build so 
apartment units, the original suit filed 
by Brickman was for 113 apartments 
and one floor of commercial offices 
The suit was filed after the project 
twice failed to win the required two- 
thirds approval of the Mount Prospect 
Village Board. 


The village board agreed to the uut- 


of-court settlement in spring of 1974, 
apparently fearful it would lose the 
court cose, with Mayor Robert D. Tei- 
chert costing the deciding vote, Tel- 
chert at the time said he was con- 
vinced the court would side with 
Brickman because the property was 
zoned for commercial and apartment 
use before being forcibly annexed to 
Mount Prospect in 1971.

Woodview Civic Assn., said the deci- 
sion -was a victory over Teichert. "We 
won the first round, but I don't know 
how far it is going to go," he said. 


U.S. funds

Guided by Eckert, blind students 
drive through practice ranges In high 
school parking lots. 


"By letting blind students drive, I 


feel it gives them a better insight to 
the problems of the driver," said Eck- 
ert.

BECAUSE THE number in the pro- 


gram Is small, compared with the 
thousands who take regular driver 
education annually in tho district, in- 
structors can spend more time with 
the handicapped students. While regu- 
lar students receive 27 hours of class 
room instruction, seven hours on a 
practice driving range, seven hours of 
driving simulation and 2Vi hours of 
driving, Eckert's pupils get about 
doubly that and five times more driv- 
ing. 


The handicapped in the co.irse have 


included students with paralyzed legs, 
emotional problems and even a girl 
who is 4% feet tall and couldn't reach 
the pedals without special equipment. 
Eckert claims a 95 per cent success 
rate of students who go on to obtain a 
driver's license after completing his 
course. 


Though he's schooled in sign lan- 


guage, Eckert said tne knowledge 
doesn't do much good in the car, so he 
has worked out his own form of 
simple sign communication with deaf 
students. With conventional sign lan- 
guage, "by the time you spelled out 
one word, the situation would be 
past," Eckert said.

' Tiic car is an Important cog hi our 


society. With n car, they can get 
around, get a Job. It opens up a whole 
new world to these kids." 


"All their life, they've been in spe-

Elk Grove schools OK ^alternative' 


An alternative program for students 


disgruntled with school will be offered 
in Elk Grove Township Dist. 59 next 
year in the five junior high schools. 


The school board this week ap- 


proved the program that will offer 
students experiences outside of aca- 
demics and place them in special 
classrooms where they will be taught 
on an individual basis. 


About 20 students will be in the pro- 


gram on a voluntary basis at each 
school. Each school also will have a 
teacher to coordinate the program's 
activities and help the classroom 
teachers plan academic programs to 
meet these students' needs.

Junior High School associate princi- 
pal, said the idea for the program 
came from the principals who real- 
ized a large number of students were 
not achieving academically because 
they could not see any purpose in 
their studies and have a poor self-con- 
cept. He said several high schools in 
the Northwest suburban area have 
similar alternative programs but that 
he is not aware of any being offered 
at the junior high school level. 


"It's a first step to providing a di- 


versity of relevant programs to meet 
students' needs," said DeYoung. "It's 
for those kids who are alienated from 
school." 
. The main emphasis of the program 
will be to build the student's self-con- 
cept, he said. "The way to Increase 
their academic growth is not to zero 
in on the academics first. We have to 
work on their self-concept first and 
then see how it reflects on their school 
work. 


"It is not that they are intellectually 


incapable of doing well, but a question 
of alienation and failure to see the 
relevance of their studies," he said. 


THE PROGRAM will include spe- 


cial field trips and vocational ex- 
posure to show them what can be 
done outside of the classroom, he 
said. Students also will be placed into 
groups of six to eight that will meet 
with the program's coordinator each 
day for the students to receive more 
personal contact in school. 


The program will vary between the 


schools to meet the needs and prob- 
lems of the school's community, 
DeYoung said. The goal of the pro- 
gram will be to integrate the student 
into the regular school structure be- 
fore reaching high school. 


In other action, the board approved 


a science curriculum that will use the 
Rand McNally Science Curriculum 
Improvement Study in kindergarten 
through sixth grade and the Silver 
Burdctt and Prentice Hall programs 
for grades 7-8. The new materials will 
cost $90,313.

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Des Plaines, 
U.S. to weigh 
sewage plant

DCS Plaines officials plan to moot In 


Washington next week with the Presi- 
dent's Council on Environmental 
Quality to discuss the proposed 
O'Haro Water Reclamation plant. 


The council Is the final agency to 


examine plans for the $98 million 
plant before more than $70 million in 
federal funds are granted to build It. 


Aid. Richard Ward, Oth, said he 


hopes to meet Tuesday with council 
staff members to discuss the city's 
objections. Ho said U.S. Rep. Philip 
M. Crane, R-12th, was asked to ar- 
range the session. 


WAKD SAID he intends to voice 


strong objections to the U.S. Environ- 
mental Protection Agency's final en- 
vironmental-Impact statement. The 
agency approved plans for the plant 
but called far facilities to suppress 
aerosol emissions. The city's principal 
argument has been that the plant 
should not be built at the proposed lo- 
cation, a 10t-acro tract at the south- 
cast corner of Onkton Street and Elm- 
hurst Road. He dispute has been go- 
ing on for nearly 10 years. 


Ward contends the plant is too close 


to residential areas and could present 
a health hazard. 


Ward also hopes to shed more light 


on an EPA memorandum which 
called for the plant to be constructed 
at another site farther from residen- 
tial areas. 


THE IIE1IALD reported Monday 


that EPA officials Ignored a staff rec- 
ommendation to build the plant on a 
112-acro site south of the Northwest 
Tollway and west of Elmhurst Road. 
The memo, written in February, in- 
dicates that the site would reduce the 
chances of creating a health hazard. 


The MSD owns both proposed sites. 


Federal environmental officials said 
the memo was not Ignored, but mere- 
ly represented a preliminary staff 
recommendation that was changed.

Ward has argued that the memo 


was prepared about one week before 
the preliminary impact statement was 
drafted and that the decision to 
c h a n g e , the site recommendation 
came because of political pressure. 


OI'PONENTS of the plant have two 


more weeks to object to the EPA be- 
fore federal funds are approved. 


The city also has been fighting tho 


plant In court. A city lawsuit pending 
in the U.S. District Court asks wheth- 
er the MSD must follow the city 
health ordinance regarding the con- 
struction and operation of sewage- 
treatment plants as a condition for re- 
ceiving federal funds. 


Aid. Alan Abrams, Bth, said he 


hopes to meet council staff members 
soon. 


Abrams Indicated recently that he 


and Ward differ on some elements of 
the city's argument against the plant. 


Abrams said If the plant site Is relo- 


cated, the MSD might construct a re- 
servoir there, He predicted the rose- 
volr would bo a bigger nuisance than 
the plant. 


But Ward contends that if the EPA 


docs not allow construction of the 
treatment plant there, It would not al- 
low the reservoir to be built. 


Gifted-student program 
among schools' goals 


Better communication between the 


home and school, a review of the 
lunchroom program and formation of 
a gifted-student program were pro- 
posed by a special Elk Grove Town- 
ship Dlst. 50 committee as Immediate 
goals for the district. 


The goals committee presented Its

Tho committee also recommended 


that tho district Immediately look Into 
alternatives to the current standard- 
ized tests and education programs 
and evaluate the daily time schedule. 


IMEniUM-HANGE goals Identified 


by tho committee include: 


• Better use and coordination of 


teacher aides. 


• More workshops for teachers and 


encouragement for them to attend 
professional courses. 


• More use of community re- 


sources. 


• Ravlcw of tho language arts pro- 


gram. 


• Introduction of a pilot program to 


permit children to enter kindergarten 
early. 


The committee also recommended 


that the district look Into a long-range 
goal for Improving the school environ- 
ment or "climate." 


THE COMMITTEE recommended 


that the district set up a. program 
next year that would include a com- 
mittee for establishing long-range 
goals, the orientation of the adminis- 
tration on the concept of school envi- 
ronment and the Identification of each 
school's strengths and weaknesses In 
their environment. 


The second year of the program 


would set up means of Improving 
each school's environment and pain- 
Ing community Involvement through 
workshops. The third year would in- 
clude orienting the students through 
workshops and forming a "climate 
curriculum." 


The board acknowledged the report 


and plans to meet with the goals com- 
mittee before taking action on the 
committee's recommendations.

Heights Board of Local Improvements 
met with Dwyer Avenue homeowners 


Tuesday night to discuss the condi- 
tions of the parkways in front of the 
homes. BOLI Pres. David Patterson 
said residents have been told "tlmo 
and time again that special assess- 
ments don't include seeding and re- 
sodding." 


"The job was finished In November 


according to specifications. The resi- 
dents didn't do what they should 
have," he said. 


Patterson said, "Some of the rest- 


dens did o nice job of fixing up the 
parkways. Others have done nothing." 


While refusing to resod the park- 


ways at village expense, ROLI mem- 
bers did agree to "ask the contractor 
to give us a quotation on replacing 
any topsoll washed away due to the 
negligence of residents," Patterson 
said. 


"We're trying to see If there's a 


way to make things a little bit better 
by getting tho parkways In tho condi- 
tion they were in before the snow and 
the rain," he said. 


Senior citizens fail to get 
funding for more projects 


Tho Arlington Heights Senior Citi- 


zens Commission has failed In Its bid 
to get Increased funding for Its proj- 
ects. 


Commission members met Tuesday 


night with village board members In a 
session Village Pros. James Hyan 
termed "very good." But John Giano- 
pulous, senior citizens' commission 
chairman, said tho meeting was "not 
fruitful." 


"I think tho newly elected board Is 


much more sensitive to the needs of 
the seniors than tho past board. I 
guess It bolls down to tho bottom line 
— what It's going to cost," Glnno- 
pulous said. 


"It bolts down to an economic deci- 


sion. I simply told tho board it's ci- 
ther going to bo tho stadium, side- 
walks, sewers or senior citizens." 


RYAN SAID the village board had 


"already made a budget," adding that 
tho commission had not mado "a 
request per se" for extra funds. He 
said tho commission presented sug- 
gestions "which tho board had not ac- 
quiesced to." 


Earlier this year, the village board 


turned down the commission's request 
for a $64,000 budget, including funds 
to hire a full-time program coordina- 
tor. The board approved $24,000 for 
tho commission to continue its pro- 
gram of reduced-faro taxi rates. 


"Wo had a long discussion of the 


various problems and challenges of 
tho senior citizens commission. We fi- 
nally decided after what I thought 
was a meaningful discussion to wait 
until we have Input from the special 
committee on social services," Ryan 
said. 


GIANOPULOUS SAID tho commis- 


sion will meet again with the village 
board in September, "but we felt the 
best thing we could do at this point is 
simply have a summer recess." 


"We got little If any direction from 


the board, cither in terms of philoso- 
phy or direction. We're going to take 
a wait-and-see attitude. The board has 
to decide whether it's going to fish or 
cut bait as far as Its responsibility to 
senior citizens," he said. 


Glanopulous said the commission 


has "done its homework. Frankly, we 
can't go any further."

VILLAGE PRES. James T. Ryan of 


Arlington Heights called for meetings 
on the area after reviewing Mount 
Prospect's proposed 
comprehensive 


plan. 


"I don't know where it will end up," 


Ryan said. "I certainly would want 
to see municipalities that Jie adjacent 
to each other cooperating with each 
other.

Teichert said a boundary agreement 


also would allow the two villages to 
create a smooth dividing line instead 
of n ragged division between the two 
communities.

"That is really the only area of any

• Review of the language arts pro- 


gram. 


• Introduction of a pilot program to 


permit children to enter kindergarten 
early. 


The committee also recommended 


that the district look into a long-range 
goal for Improving the school environ- 
ment or "climate." 


THE COMMITTEE recommended 


that the district set up a program 
next year that would include a com- 
mittee for establishing long-range 
goals, the orientation of the adminis- 
tration on the concept of school envi- 
ronment and the identification of each 
school's strengths and weaknesses in 
their environment. 


The second year of the program 


would set up means of improving 
each school's environment and pain- 
ing community involvement through 
workshops.

'Alternative' schools plan OKd 


An alternative program for students 


disgruntled with school will be offered 
In Elk Grove Township Dlst. 59 next 
year in tho five junior high schools. 


The school board this week ap- 


proved tho program that will offer 
students experiences outside of aca- 
demics and place them in special 
classrooms where they will be taught 
on an Individual basis. 


About 20 students will be in tho pro- 


gram on a voluntary basis at each 
school. Each school also will have a 
teacher to coordinate the program's 
activities and help tho classroom 
teachers plan academic programs to 
meet these students' needs.

Junior High School associate princi- 
pal, said the idea for tho program 
came from tho principals who real- 
ized a large number of students were 
not achieving academically because 
they could not see any purpose In 
their studies and have a poor self-con- 
cept. He said several high schools in 
the Northwest suburban area have 
similar alternative programs but that 
he is not aware of any being offered 
at the junior Ugh school level. 


"It's a first step to providing a di- 


versity of relevant programs to meet 
students' needs," sold DeYoung. "It's

for those kids who are alienated from 
school." 


The main emphasis of the program 


will be to build the student's self-con- 
cept, he said. "The way to increase 
their academic growth is not to zero 
In on the academics first. We have to 
work on their self-concept first and 
then see how it reflects on their school 
work. 


"It is not that they are intellectually 


incapable of doing well, but a question 
of alienation and failure to see the 
relevance of their studies," he said. 


THE PROGRAM will include spe- 


cial field trips and vocational ex- 
posure to show them what can be 
done outside of the classroom, he 
said. Students also will be placed into 


groups of six to eight that will meet 
with the program's coordinator each 
day for the students to receive more 
personal contact in school. 


The program will vary between the 


schools to meet the needs and prob- 
lems of the school's community, 
DeYoung said. The goal of the pro- 
gram will be to integrate the student 
into the regular school structure be- 
fore reaching high school. 


In other action, the board approved 


a science curriculum that will use the 
Rand McNally Science Curriculum 
Improvement Study in kindergarten 
through sixth grade and the Silver 
Burdett and Prentice Hall programs 
for grades 7-8. The new materials will, 
cost $90,313.

other determinations showed he held 
tho gun that killed him. 


OTHER INDICATIONS of suicide 


were tho entry and exit wounds and 
the position of tho gun in relation to 
tho body. 


Police did not Immediately say it 


was a suicide Investigation and called 
it a "suspicious-death" investigation. 


"Although' there were things that 


led us to believe it was suicide, cer- 
tain things wore missing at first and 
later were discovered," sold Dot. 
John Landers of Elk Grove Village 
police.
